NEW YOBK, Jau. H.—A flre broke 


out at 10 o'clock this morning in a 
large building on the north aide of Grand

Crosby street, occupied on the lower 
floors by Howard, Sawyer & Co., dealers 
in notions, and on the upper floor by 
Naumburg, Kraus, Laer & Co., clothing 
merchants. The entire building is in 
names, and the fire in spreading rapidly, 
The whole block is in danger, 


Two other buildings are burning, and 


fears are entertained that the flames 
will spread to tho louth side of Grand 
street. 
All available engines and fire- 


men from Harlem and Brooklyn are at 
work. 
The Pacific 
bank and Levy 


Uros.1 store uro burning. 


Naumberger, Krauss & Lauor, manu- 


facturers of clothing, occupied three 
floor?. Their stock is reported to be 
worth fufly ono million and a half dol- 
torit, and 
ia a total loss, 
It is very 


heavily insured—amount not known, 


Howard, Sanger it Co., fancy goods 


and notion dealers, occupied tho two 
lower floors. Their stock is reported to 
bo worth half a million; insured for at 
least iiUUO.u'Ol). 
Ivlwin Bates & Co.'n 


stock worth $260,000; insured for(about 
>2:i5,OOU. 
Tlio building was the pro- 


perty of Hooks, the clothier, and was 
fully insured. It was worth several 
hundred thousand dollars. 


Tlu lire was discovered about ten 


o'clock by a police officer, who saw u 
sudden sheet of flame burst through the 
corner window on tho fourth floor. 
In 


a second tho flames burst from the en- 
tiro row of windows on the third floor, 
and before tho engines responded and 
were able to take position, the uppar 
portion of the building was wrapped in 
flames. 


Tho vast building extends through 


tho entire block, from Crosby to liroad- 


way, 
on Grand street, and up Broadway 


and 
Crosby 
KM) foot. 
The firm of 


clothiers, K, Bates & Co., occupied 
fifty feet of tho building on tho Crosby 
street side. 


Half an hour aftor the fire started 


tho fourth floor windows on tlio Broad- 
way side wore shattered by pressure 
from within, with an explosion that re- 
sembled the firing of cannons. 


(ilass was scattered over the street 


and simultancouslygrcatshoets offlamcs 
shot half way across the street. 
By 11 


o'eloek the entire building was ono mass 
of flames. 


Tho Pacific Bunk, No, 470 Broadway, 


and Levy Bros.' store, were not much 
damaged. 


Once Broadway was reached the fire 


seemed to expend all its fren/.y there. It 
mixed upon every floor with a Midden 
spring, and the third floor fell in with a 
crash and crushed all uuder it lo atoms. 
The heat was intense, and the air for 
blocks around was thick with smoke 
and flying cinders, 
Tho polico formed 


in lines and effectually kept bade tlio 
surging crowds of spectators. In places 
thus cleared the engines were kept 
working with their utmost power, timid 
thu roiir of flames. 


Kxplosions were heard at various in- 


tervals, as one floor and another foil. 


About 11 :'M o'clock the Crosby street 


front of buildings und all on I i rand street 
fell into within twenty feet of Broad-
